He kept bis gun trained on the as 
slatant all the while, commanding 
him with oaths not to move. As the 
man turned to climb from the window 
Mr. Wheeler seized a revolver from 
his desk drawer and fired two shots 
In rapid sncceaslon at the fleeing fig- 
ure, but without effect. 

The night operator, the engineer, 
the night watch man, Mveral telephone 
operotors and the long distance man 
In the first office were In the building 
St the time, but none of them knew 
ot the robbery until Wheeler raised 
the alarm. Neither ol the men were 
masked, and Wheeler believes he 
would be able to Identity one of them. 

Officers went to work at once on 
the caae, but no account ol the rob- 
bers bad been received up to noon.

President Roosevelt Issues 
Season’s Proclamation. 



Rests With Nation to Show Itself 
Worthy of Blessinj-Fallure 
of Republic Would Be 
Dreadful. 



President Roosevelt baa Issued bis 
annual Thanksgiving proclamation 
In the following terms; 

By the president of the United 
Statea ol America, a proclamation; 

The season la at hand when accord- 
ing to the cttstoro of our people It falls 
npon the PrelJent to appoint a day of 
praise and Thanksgiving to God. 

During the last year the Lord boa 
dealfbountlfnlly with na, giving na 
peace at home and abroad and the 
chance Ipr onr citizens to work lor 
their welfare unhindered by war, fam- 
ine or plague. It behooves ua not on- 
ly to rejoice greatly because ol what 
has been given na but to accept It with 
a solemn sense of responsibility, real- 
izing that under heaven it reata with 
na ourselves to show that we are 
worthy to use aright what has thus 
been en trusted to onr care. 

In no other place and at no other 
time has the experiment ol govern- 
ment of the people by the people and 
lot the people been tried on ao vast a 
scale as here In our own country In 
the opening years of the Twentieth 
century. 

Failure would not only be a dreadful 
thing for ns, but a dreadful thing for 
all mankind, because It would mean 
lost ot hope lor all who bclitveain the 
powers and the righteousness ol liber- 
ty- 

Therelore, In thanking God for the 
mercies extended to ns In the past, 
we beseech Him that be may not with- 
hold them Id the future and that our 
hearts may be roused to war stead- 
fastly lor good and against all the 
forces ol evil, public and private. 

We pray for strength and light ao 
that In the coming years we may with 
cleanliness, fearleaaneaa and wisdom 
do our allotted work on the earth In 
such manner aa to ahow that we are 
not altogether unworthy of the bless 
Inga we have received. 

Now, therefore, I, Teeodore Roose- 
velt, President of the United States, 
dohereby daalgnate aa a day of general 
thanksgiving, Thursday, the 36th of 
the coming November, and do recom- 
mend that throughout the land 
people ceases for their wonted occupa- 
tions and In their several homes and 
places ol worship render thanka unto 
Almighty God for his manitold mer- 
cies. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto 
set my hand and caused the seal of 
the United Statea to be affixed. , 

Done at the city ol Washington this 
31st day of Octodcr, In the year of dnr 
Lord one thousand nine hundred an'd 
three, of the Independence ol the Unit- 
ed Statea the one hundred and twenty- 
eight.

James D. Law, the I.nnca.ster au- 
thor, poet and cigar manufacturer, la 
putting out a new book under the ti- 
tle ol "Here and There In Two liem- 
lapherea.” As tbe title Implies, it is 
primarily shook of travel, but It Is 
also much more, containing many de- 
lightful biographical sketches, histor- 
ical studies, literary criticiams and 
personal Interviews, with enough 
philosophizing poetizing and Illustra- 
tive anecdotes to give interest to 
every page.
